Washington, D. C., June 22.—[Special.]— 
(he manufacturers of Boots and shoes must 
not expect to receive their raw materia! free. 
The senate today by a vote of 46 to 30 sus- 
tained the finance committee in its sugges- 
tion of a rate of 15 per cent on raw hides, 
which were placed on the free list by the 
house committee. 

The vote was taken just before adjourn- 
ment for the day, and later on Mr. Aldrich de- 
clared that the finance committee now would 
adopt and report to the senate the schedule 
These articles 
of wear will not be any cheaper under the 
Aldrich bill than they were before. 

The vote on the hide paragraph broke up 
the party lines extensively. The New Eng- 
Jand men who want their hides free for the 
benefit of their shoe and leather manufactur- 
ers voted with the Democrats. The far west- 
ern men who have an idea that the duty on 
hides benefits the cattle grower and the 
farmer all voted for the restoration of the 
Dingley rate, and they won out by a decisive 
majority. 

Tariff Action Nearing Close. 

The proceedings today materially advanced 
the consideration of the tariff bill in its legiti- 
mate aspects. There is little left to be con- 
sidered, and if the senate had its own way 
it could finish up the tariff bill in two or 
three days and devote the rest of the time 
to the corporation and income tax. 

Senators who ought to know what they are 
talking about say congress will be in session 
until after the first of August. In spite of 
this fact there js a general belief that when 
the tariff bill ‘itself has received its final 
consideration there will be a disposition on 
the part of both the senate and jhouse to 
postpone the income and corporation taxes 
until the December session. 

All of the letters which now reach the 


members of congress urge immediate action’ 


on the tariff. That is to say, the country 
seems to want a permanent definition of 
prices. .Neither the wholesalers nor the re- 
tailers care much what the tariff rates are, 
but they want them fixed at the earliest pos- 
sible moment so that the selling rates may 
be established which will be good for the 
immediate future. The heads of large de- 
partment stores,-the managers of wholesale 
houses, and representatives of the jobbing 
concerns have Misia to write to the president 
and to members of the house and senate, 
asking that the rates be fixed at the earliest 
possible moment, and that, if it becomes 
necessary, the tariff itself may be passed and 
the propositions for other methods of rais- 
ing revenue may be treated as separate mat- 
ters. 
New Hitch in Income Tax. 

So strong has become the pressure for 
immediate action on the tariff that the sen- 
ators and representatives who are entirely 
in harmony with the policy of the adminis- 
tration on the corporation tax have begun to 
Say that this should be treated onJjts merits 
end that it should not be tangled up with 
the tariff law, which the country is waiting 
to have out of the way at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. 

Many perplexing questions have come up 
for settlement in the discussion of the cor- 
poration tax which Mr. Taft. has urged upon 
congress. In his original message he was 
inclined to exempt the national banks. Then 
he found that they paid taxes only upon their 
circulation and incidentally upon their right 
to do business under the national: charter. 
Since then the president has been informed 
that practically all of the national bank tax- 
ation goes into the hands of the controller 
of the treasury and that none of it is turned 
over to the national treasury. : 

Practically all of this class of taxation goes 
to maintain the supervision of the national 
government over the banks themselves. 
And it is no more to be considered in the 
light of taxation than the special taxes which 
are levied upon distilleries, saloons, and the 
manufacturers and retailers of tobacco. 


Preferred Stocks to Be Exempt? 

‘here has been a movement set on foot 
to exempt from taxation the preferred stock 
of various corporations. The theory is that 
this class of stock in reality is a preferred 
Joan and that it should not be subjected to 
any kind of taxation any more than the 
bonds which call for a distinct rate of inter- 
est. 

If the preferred stock of all the corpora- 
tions in the United States should be exempted 
from taxation it would only add to the bur- 
dens of the holders of common stock, and for 
that reason the members of congress are 
@verse to the idea of asking them to pay 
more than their fair share of the expenses 
Of the government. 

Members of the finance committee of the 
Benate and of the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house are about ready to admit 
that no such Jaw should be placed on the 
statute books without extremely careful 
consideration. There are a dozen different 
items about which the treasury experts dit- 
fer, and while it would be extremely easy to 
raise an abundant revenue the tax might at 


- the same time be peculiarly burdensome. 


Income Tax Hint to Aldrich? 

According to the scheme which has been 
Bubmitted to Attorney General Wickersham 
the incomes of corporations in excess ot 
$5,000 annually are made subject to a tax of 
2 per cent a year. After making all kinds of 
allowances for rebates and exemptions it is 
figured out by the treasury experts that this 
tax ought to produce a revenue of not less 
than $25,000,000 a year. Outsiders who have 
studied the situation say that the money de- 
rived. if ihe law is honestly executed, will 
be twice that amount and that within a year 
or two after the internal revenue machinery 
is fairly adjusted’ the revenue from this 
source alone will be not less than $100,000,000 


& year. 


Gradually it is comifig to be understood that) 


the promotion of the income tax scheme for 
corporations really is a criticism of the Al- 
drich tariff bill. It is entirely feasible to raise 
all the money needed for the conduct of the 
S0vernment from the orfinary channels of

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FIX TERMS OF TAX 
FOR CORPORATIONS 


Cabinet Officers and States- 
men Consider Measure in 
Midnight Conference at 
White House. 


PLAN 2 PER CENT LEVY. 


Assessment Not to Be Collected, 
However, from Concerns 
Having Less’ than 
$5,000 Earnings. 


Washington, D. C., June 22.—The ‘de 
tails of the proposed measure for the taxation 
of net earnings of corporations were ar- 
ranged tonight at the most important confer- 
ence,.that has been held at the White house 
since Mr. Taft assumed the presidency. 

There were present as the president’s guests 
at dinner Attorney General Wickersham and 
Senator Root, who are charged with the 
task of drafting the measure; Secretary of 
State Knox, Senators Aldrich, Burrows, 
Penrose, Hale, Cullom, Flint, Smoot, Mc- 
Cumber and Lodge, constituting the Re- 
publican membership of the senate finance 
committee; Speaker Cannon, Representative 
Payne, chairman of the house committee 
on ways and means, and Representative 
John Dwight of New York, the Republican 
whip of the house. 

The statesmen sat down to dinner in the 
state dining room at 8 o'clock. No business 
was discussed at the dinner, but for two 
hours afterward the corporation tax meas- 
ure, which had been prepared in the form of 
an amendment to the tariff bill, was viewed 
from every angle. 

Many changes from the form in which it 
was placed were suggested and not a few of 
these were declared to be wise. The result 
was that the carefully prepared copies given 
to each member of the party by Attorney 
General Wickersham were returned to him 
at the end of the conference. 


Members Agree on Secrecy. 

President Taft himself suggested that the 
copies should not be taken by the members 
of the party until the amendment had been 
perfected. All agreed not to make the form 
of the amendment public until it is ready to 
be introduced in the senate as a finance com- 
mittee amendment to the tariff bill. 

The terms of the measure as finally agreed 
upon, although not yet definitely shaped, 
provide that all corporations having capital 
stock and organized for profit shall pay a 
tax of 2 per cent on their net earnings. Cor- 
porations coming within that designation will 
be compelled to make returns to specially 
named agents of the bureau of internal rev- 
ente of the treasury department, giving the 
amount of their gross receipts, capital stock, 
bonded indebtedness, and all other visible 
debts. 

Separated from these returns the corpora- 
tions will be compelled to report the amount 
of their net receipts after deducting their 
general and ordinary running expenses, in- 
terest on bonds up to the amount of the 
capital stock of the corporation, interest on 
notes and other forms of tangible indebted- 
ness, and any actual loss that may have been 
incurred in business, which loss was not 
made up by insurance, salvage, or other form 
of return. 


Character of Losses to Be Defined. 

The amendment will define in the broadest 
possible way the character of losses which 
may be deducted from the net earnings upon 
which the tax is to becollected. These losses 
will include bad accounts of a mercantile 
corporation, losses upon securities held by 
banks. uncollectible notes, an@ bad debts. 

The 2 per cent tax will apply to all corpo- 
rations organized for profit, but each corpo- 
ration will be allowed a $5,000 exemption, 
which means that the tax will not be collected 
except upon earnings in excess of $5,000. 

Any corporation which makes a false re- 
port to an agent of the bureau of internal 
revenue who has been designated to collect 
information regarding earnings or has made 
a fraudulent return upon any of the sub- 
jects covered by the law will be subjected toa 
penalty. 

‘The amount of this penalty is the only 
feature of the bill which was not decided 
during the evening. Most of the participants 
in the conference expressed the opinion that 
this penalty should range from $1,000 to 
$10,000, the amount to be fixed by a United 
States court upon presentation of all of the 
facts connected with such fraudulent terms. 


Affects Both Kinds of Stocks. 

The tax will be collected upon the entire 
amount of preferred and common stock of 
every corporation and upon the bonds of a 
corporation where they exceed the total 
amount of capital 

It is intended that the bill shall become 
operative immediately on its passage. 
The life of the measure was made 
indeterminate, instead of two years or some 
other fixed limitation such as had been sug- 
gested originally. The present year’s tax 
will be collectible July 1, 1910, the beginning 
of the next fiscal year. 

Leaders in the senate and house have re- 
ceived many telegrams from corporations 
expressing fear that the law would be drawn 
in such form that unscrupulous agents of 
the internal reveftue bureau might use in- 
formation obtained in some way 80 as to in- 
jure the business of a corporation, 

This danger was discussed and it was de- 
cided that only specially designated agents 
of the bureau should be permitted to inter- 
rogate corporations concerning their busi- 
ness. 


Insurance Companies in Scope of Law. 

It was decided at the conference in the 
evening that all incorporated Ingurance com- 
panies organized for profit shall be brought 
within the terms of the proposed corporation 
tax law. This will not exempt so-called mu- 
tual insurance companies which are admitted- 
ly or which can be proved to have been or- 
ganized as profit making institutions. Neither 
will it exempt frternal insurance concerns 
which come within that interpretation of the 
law. 

It is provided that national banks shall be 
taxed the same as other corporations; but a 
rebate to the amount paid by them under the 
law requiring a tax on the ciroulating notes 
jgsued by national banks shall be allowed. 

Estimates given place the probable amount 
that would be raised by the proposed 2 per 
cent tax on net earnings of corporations, 
after taking into consideration all of the ex- 
emptions stated, at from $25,000,000 to $30,- 
000,000.

GUNBOAT DASHED ON PIER. 


Lightning Hits Houses, Wires, and 
Poles in 20-Minute Sweep. 


Chicago had its first storm of the summer 
yesterday evening. For twenty minutes, be- 
ginning at 6:25 p. m., aterrific downpour was 
swept through the streets by a forty-eight 
mile gale from the lake. 

The River Forest Woman's club had to 
abandon its summer carnival after all the 
tents had been blown down; the United States 
Steamship Nashville was swept from its 
anchors and was considerably damaged. Oak 
Park was without lights foran hour, and the 
cellarsin the loop district were flooded. Gage 
Park went ‘‘ wet.”’ 

The day establishe@ a heat record for the 
year when the temperature rose to &7° at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon. Indications point 
toward a duplicate of this weather today 

While. working in the forgeroom of the 
Griffin Wheel company, Sacramento avenue 
and Ohio street, in the afternoon Peter 
Tomer, 28 years old, 117 Cornelia street, was 
overcome by the heat. He was taken to the 
county hospital, but his condition is not 
serious. 

Storm Breaks Over Carnival. 

All of River Forest was gathered at the 
carnival when the storm broke. Thecarniva! 
had been planned to raise funds for the erec- 
tion of a new clubhouse for the Woman's 
club and society was outin force. The tents 
shk®itered ** bearded ladies,” ‘‘ wild men,” and 
sich. A dozen prominent men of the west- 
ern suburb personated Ethel -Barrymore;, 
Anna Held, atid other stage favorites. 

The crowd did not pay much attention to the 
impending storm until the zip of the light- 
ning and the roar of the first peal of thunder 
sent everybody scurrying. Every tent was 
blown down and the bearded women, the wild 
men, and the stage beauties were out in the 
pouring rain. 

No one was hurt in the crashing of tent 
poles, but the carnival came to a decided and 


sudden termination. 


Gunboat Banged Against Pier. 

The gunboat Nashville was at anchor off 
Randolph street. The pride of the Iilinoie 
naval reserves was torn from its moorings 
by the high wind and banged against the 
old government pier. Hurried examination 
indicated that plates were sprung. The offi- 
eer of the deck sent out signals for help and 
the tug T. T. Morford pulled the Nashville 
back to its anchorage. 

The life saving crew was ready for busi- 
nese, but was not needed, most of the little 
lake craft having skipped for home with the 
firet signs of the storm. 

Oak Park dined by candle light, due to the 
breaking of a main supply wire. It was 
clage by the lighting compeny’s plant and 
was repaired within an hour. 

A falling tree broke a trolley wire at Lake 
street and Keystone avenue, River Forest, 
and delayed traffic for a half hour,

A horse belonging to the Claney Teaming 
company, Robey and Erie streets, was in- 
stantly killed when it stepped on a charged 
rail in the street at Wood street and Grand 
avenue. Pedestrians received slight shocks 
from the same rail and froma charged street 
railway pole at F’ranklin boulevard and Chi- 
cago avenue 

Soon after the rain began falling basements 
were flooded in the downtown district. State 
street, between Handolph and Lake streets, 
was partly flooded for haif an hour where the 
sewers were unable to carry off the surplus 
water. 

At first the floods in State and Clark streets 
near Monroe street were attributed to broken 
water mains and reports to that effect were 
telephoned to the fire alarm office. Employés 
of the water office failed to find the broken 
water pipes. 

Struck by Lightning. 

While the storm was at its height lightning 
struck the chimney of a two story brick 
building at 3028 Parnell avenue, setting the 
roof on fire, but causing only small logs. 

Lightning struck the chimney on a@ two 
story brick building at Seventy-~irst street 
and St. Lawrence avenue, occupied by Brum- 
burst & Voight as a meat market and gro- 
cery. Fire caused a loss of $800. Two story 
brick buildings at 308 and 297 Leavitt street 
were struck, causing small fire losses. A 
three story brick building at 1236 West Mon- 
roe street also was hit. 

*Lightning struck the chimney of the two 
story frame dwelling of George Swanson, 608 
West Huron street, and knocked it down. 

The telephone apparatus in the West Thir- 
teenth street police station was put out of 
commission when lightning struck the wire.

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JOAN OF ARGIN VAS? PAGEANT 


Harvard Stadium Scene of Stu- 
pendous Classical Spectacle. 


MAUDE ADAMS IS THE STAR, 


Costumes and Scenery True to History; 
Special Light Plant Used. 


Boston, Mass., June 22.—[{Special.]—Before 
an audience of 15,500 persons and under the 
immediate direction of the German depart- 
ment of Harvard university, Miss Maude 
Adams and a company of players, with the 
assistance of 1,400 supernumeraries, gave 
tonight the greatest spectacular out of door 
performance, all things considered, ever at- 
tempted in this country. 

The play was an English version of Schil- 
ler’s dramatization of the story of Joan of 
Arc, Maid of Orleans, 

The mere vastness of the stage set all the- 
atrical standards awry, dwarfed the crowds 
of people in it, and made speech and lighting 
totally new problems. 

Scene Represents a Cathedral. 

Half way down the sides of the great stad- 
lum the scene was set, at the back a “* cyclo- 
rama back drop ” of blue sky cloth stretched 
all across the great field from wall to wall. 

Inside this was set scenery representing 
wonderfully well the great triplicate porch 
of a cathedral, with its broad steps. West 
of the cathedral—each of whose portals ad- 
mitted easily marching columa of six: or 
eight men abreast—flowed down to the plain 
two roads from a sky line height. One ran 
around and below the other, and rocky ram- 
parts divided them. And finally, on each 
side, was a clear road. At the front of all 
and quite near to the seats stood a towering 
oak tree. Round the wall of the stadium 
had been erected a covered way in which the 
lights were set,

‘*‘ Nardi was terrified into silence, and [ 
don't think anything could have forced him to 
open-his mouth after that man came in and 
made a sign to him,” said Attorney John T.

Wife Called to Stand. 

Mrs. Mardi was introduced as a witness for 
the state, and Attorney Miles J. Devine for 
the defense qbjected to her giving testimony 
in a case where her husband was a defend- 
unt. The objection was sustained. and then 
the state dismissed the case against Nardi 
and called both Nardi and his wife as wit- 
nesrses against Bertuccl.

Coroner’s Jury Finds He Shot Patrick

Assistant State’s Attorney Guenther, who 
was present at the inquest, introduced a cer- 
tified copy of a grand jury indictment, re- 
turned in the morning, against all the men 
except Menc, as recommended by the jury. 

The deputy coroner after hearing the testi- 
mony at the inquest Immediately sent deputy 
sheriffs to Hodgkins in an automobile to ar- 
rest Menc. Assistant State's Attorney Guen- 
ther accompanied the deputies. Mr. Guen- 
ther entered the front door of Menc’s saloon 
and Detective O'Keefe entered the rear door. 
Menc, it is said, resisted arrest, and Mr. 
Guenther walked him to the automobile a:

New Method of Celebration. 


rhe pioneer work of THE TRIBUNE in pre- 
senting to the country the true extent of the 
carnage of the ordinary Fourth of July cele- 
bration has attracted suggestions for reforms 
from correspondents in many states. Peter 
Hendrickson of Yarmouth, Me., proposes in 
a letter to THE TRIBUNE that the celebration 
with fireworks and florid oratory be sup- 
planted’ by local programs of exercises cele- 
brating the advent of young men and women 
to citizenship. 

‘‘In place of the traditional exercises with 
the usually florid and boastful oration,” he 
says, “1 would substitute a ceremony full 
of seriousnéss ard dignity as well as beauty 
and grandeur,’ to be called “‘ The inaugura- 
tion of the American citizen.”” I would have 
every young person (man and woman) who 
has completed his minority within the last 
year or two, gathered in a body in the hall 
or other locality chosen for the occasion. 
There I would have a ceremony that in out- 
line should resemble the graduating exercise 
of a college or university. 


Diplomas for Young Citizens. 


“To serve in a manner as a diploma of 
graduation I would have prepared at public 
expense-a volume to be presented as a gift by 
the nation to each new citizen; a gift that 
would be cherished through life as a remem- 
brance of this occasion and an inspiration 
to high ideals. 

‘This volume should contain the best ut- 
terances that could be collected from our 
patriotic literature, both in prose and verse, 
on the privileges and duties of a citizen in 
the great republic. This volume should, 
moreover, be got up in so attractive and 
durable shape that it would be regarded as 
a treasure by all, and to the timid or the 
pecuniarily less fortunate be an inducement 
to be present and assist in making the occa- 
sion what it should be. 

“The exercises here suggested need not 
interfere with any other appropriate mode of 
celebrating the birthday of the republic. 
Games and sports of suitable character need 
not crowded out if freed from the vulgar 
accompaniment of horse races, gambling out- 
fits, and petty shows and money making 
schemes.”

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| GOVERNORS ASKED TO AID 


\Fertile Fields Await Foreigners 
Who Seek Work Only in 
Shops and Mines.

Once more the department of commerce and 

labor is turning its attention to the promo- 

' tion of a beneficial distribution of aliens ad- 

mitted into the United States. 

‘Within a few days T. V. Powderly, chief of 
the division of information of the bureau of 
immigration and naturalization, will send a 
circular letter to governors of states and ter- 
ritories, asking them for informption re- 

_ garding the resources, products, an physical 
characteristics of their respective jurisdic- 

- tons and the labor needs thereof. 

This information will be supplied to rep- 
resentatives of the division in New York, 

Chicago, Boston, and Baltimore, and com- 
municated to applicants. In cases where 
money has been furnished to the division to 
pay transportation of aliens desiring situa- 

tions a railroad ticket will be purchased and 
issued to the applicant, who will be placed 

upon a train, or boat, with full directions as

This will be the answer in practice 
which the department of commerce and labor 
will\make to the demand of the American 
Federation of Labor that theactivities of the 


’ bureau of information be curtailed. 


Feared Use as Strikebreakers. 


The American Federation evidently feared 
that the division of information would be 
used as a means for breaking strikes through 
the transportation of foreign workmen to the 


* scene of the strike. As a matter of fact, the 


division of information has been exceeding- 
ly careful to avoid anything of the kind. It 
has made a determined effort to codperate 
with labor organizations and will continue to 
do so.

Powderly niade a special effort to obtain in- 
formation from individual manufacturers 
and employers as to the class of labor, the

The difficulty with the Aldrich tariff law is 
that it raises the rate on a great variety of 
manufactured articles to a point where they 
become prohibitive. When a customs tariff 
is large enough to keep out the importations 
entirely it ceases to be a revenue producer. 
Where it is low enough to encourage a certain 
amount of importations from.the foreign 
countries it adds to the revenue of the gov- 
ernment. » 

Reductions Would Increase Revenue. 
Under the tariff bill originally framed by 
the house of representatives, and modified 
by the finance committee of the senate, the 
rates are generally upward. The resultis a 
tendency to restrict importations. This 
means reduced revenue to the government, 
and that is the certain result of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff scheme. Not only are the peo- 
ple assessed for higher prices, but these high- 
er rates involve the necessity of more money 
to maintain the government and this must 
be accomplished by resorting to outside 
methods of raising revenue. 

It is a fact well understood In the senate 
that if the rates on woolen goods, silk goods, 
linen, and other articles of daily wear were 
reduced to an importation basis, there would 
not be the slightest necessity of resorting 
to a tax upon the net profits of the corpora- 
tions. As soon as the customs rates are re- 
duced to a point where importations are pos- 
sible, the revenues of the government will 
largely increase. 

Mr. Aldrich is too good a statesman and 
too expert a statistician not to know that if 
he were to reduce rates on cotton hosiery in- 
stead of raising them, as now seems likely, 
he would put more money into the national! 
treasury. If the customs duty on wood pulp 
and paper were reduced far below the house 
schedules, it would stimulate importation 
and the United States treasury would be the 
gainer. The same thing is true all along the 
line. 

Corporate Tax Shows Weakness. 

It must be evident to every student of the 
tariff that the proposed impost of a tax on 
the net earnings of corporations is first of 
all a confession of weakness on the part of 
the new tariff itself. It is entirely possible 
to arrange a tariff scheme which does not 
in any way interfere with the real protective 
principle and which, at the same time, will 
@upply the government with ali the revenue 
it needs. There isa maximum and minimum 
system of duty rates to which congress has 
paid absolutely no attention in the construc- 
tion of the present bill.

Senate Ignores Party Lines 
in Knocking Out House 
Free Trade Clause. 


ILLINOIS MEN DIFFER. 


Other States Also Cast Their 
Votes on Both Sides of ~ 
the Question.

Washington, D. C., June 22.—[Special. ]— 
The advocates of the free importation of 
hides were defeated in the senate today by a 
vote of 46 to 30. A battle, which has lasted 
for three legislative days, closed with the 
adoption of the amendment of the finance 
committee, which places a 15 per cent ad 
valorem duty on cattle hides weighing over 


twenty-five pounds. 

What was conceded to be the most “ split 
\up " condition of affairs inethe senate since 
the voting on the tariff schedules began was 
shown by the yeas and nays.when they were 
taken. Apparently not the least regard was 
paid to the party lines in most the states. In 
four of them—namely: Ohio, Maine, Illinois, 
and New Hampshire, the senators opposed 
each other, and the value of the votes of 
those communities was practically annulled. 

As has been heretofore indicated would be 
the case, Senators Lorimer and Cullom of 
Iilinois voted against each other, the former 
upholding the view he took while he was in 
the house—namely: that hides should be 
taxed, and Senator Cullom contending for a 
continuation of the free hide provision. Sen- 
ator Frye from Maine gave his vote for free 
hides, while his colleague, Senator Hale, up- 
held the committee. Senators Dick and Bur- 
ton of Ohio opposed each other, the latter 
stating he had voted for free hides years 
ago when the McKinley bill was under con- 
sideration, and proposed to follow the same 
course in. regard to the present tariff bill. 
The New Hampshire senators also exhibited 
divergent views. |

Stone joined Warner 
in registering Missouri in favor of the duty. 

Texas, Florida, Louisiana, and Maryland, 
states of Democratic complexion as a rule, 
also demanded the duty on hides. On the 
other hand New York, Massachusetts, In- 
diana, Minnesota, Ohio, Vermont, and Michi- 
gan proclaimed the free hide doctrine of 
Sherman, Blaine, Harrison, and McKinley as 
satisfactory to them, 


Beveridge Pleads in Vain. 

Senator Beveridge of Indiana in the closing 
debate made an earnest plea for the tanners, 
saying it was perfectly evident that the inde- 
pendent concerns would be driven out of 
business by the unnecessary protective pol- 
icy that was proposed. Senator Smith of 
Michigan also fought for a retention of hides 
on the free list, asserting that the supply of 
hides in this country is not sufficient for the 
trade, and that it was imposing unnecessary 
burdefts on the manufacturers of shoes and 
leather goods to place a duty on the large im- 
portations which were necessary. He said 
the packers were exporting their beef, but 
not their hides, and that a duty on the latter 
product plainly was unnecessary. 

Senator Beveridge plied question after ques- 
tion to Senator Heyburn with the intention 
of showing that John Sherman and President 
McKinley had been favorable to free hides, 
but Mr. Heyburn merely placed emphasis 
upon the declaration of Nepublican party 
platforms. 

Declaring he had voted with McKinley for 
free hides in 1890, Senator Burton said that 
the subject had been carefully considered on 
that occasion. The “* beef ,trust,’’ he said, 
probably tans 60 to 70 per cent of the hides, 
and the whole tanning industry was threat- 
ened by the operations of these packers.

The report is well substantiated that the 
Iackawanna will comply with the law by 
organizing a selling company, which will buy 
the railroad’s coal at the mines after enter- 
ing into a contractual obligation to ship it 
over the Lackawanna lines. 

Shareholders of the Lackawanna road, it 
is expected, will receive elther certificates of 
beneficial interest upon the segregation of the 
property, or else stock in the new company, 
payment of which may be previously pro- 
vided by the declaration of a dividend equiva- 
lent to its total capitalization.

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Bishop’s Utterances Fail to Stir 
Heads of Noted Colleges. 


HADLEY ONLY ONE TO REPLY 


Yale’s Presidenf Thinks ‘Immoral’ 
- Utterance Must Be Misquoted. 


New York, June 22.—[{Special.]—The decla- 
ration of Bishop James A. McF au! of Tren- 
ton in his commencement address at St. 
Francis Xavier's college in New York, that 
“ Harvard, Princeton, and Yale are under- 
mining faith and teaching immorality,” did 
not produce the storm of indignant protest 
from the universities named that such a 
charge might have been expected to prompt. 

President Lowell of Harvard university, 
and Dr. Woodrow Willison, president of 
Princeton, who were seen by correspondents, 
declined to utter a syllable regarding the 
bishop’s address. 

Langdon Marvin, secretary of the Harvard 
club, said:.“ In Harvard there is no such 
thing as compulsory religion» The spirit of 
Harvard is one of religious liberty. But 
there are frequent religious services and 
many of the speakers are Catholics. 


Religious Freedom Is Greater. 


“While the opportunity for religious free- 
dom is greater in Harvard than in a denomi- 
national college, I do not think Harvard is 
either undermining faith or teaching im- 
morality.” 

James J. Higginson of Harvard, class of 
68, and one of the oldest Harvard men in 
New York, said Bishop McFaul’s criticisms 
were unjust as far as they concerned Har- 
vard. 

“ All denominations are represented in thie 
divinity school at Harvard, which,is non- 
sectarian,’’ he said. ‘'On the faculty are 
a number of Roman Catholics.’’ 


Hadley Does Not Indorse Views. 


“It does not seem possible to me that 
Bishop McFaul ever could have made“the 
statements attributed to him,’’ said President 
Hadley of Yale. ‘I prefer to believe he was 
misquoted. Of course, I do not indorse such 
a view.”’ 

President W. F. Huntington of Boston 
university said: “‘ These wholesale charges 
do not mean anything toany judicial mind. It 
is like lindicting a nation for the shortcom- 
ings of some of the population. Harvard col- 
lege is undeserving of such rebuke. It has 
too many good men among the professors 
and students for any such charges to gain 
support. They are wholly unwarranted. I 
can see no grounds for the attack made upon 
this and other institutions.”’

Kathrine’s Expenditures for 
- Food and Drink at St. Re- 
gis Offered in Evidence. 


SURPRISE FOR PLAINTIFF 


Witnesses in Rebuttal Testify 
That They Never Saw How-. 
ard’s Wife Intoxicated. 


New York, June 22.—[Special.]~—One of the 
big surprises of the Gould separation suit 
came for Kathrine Clemmons Gould. the 
plaintiff, at the beginning of the session this 
afternoon, when the defense used one of her 
own witnesses to get on the record evidence 
that Howard Gould’s attorneys regard as 
most significant in supporting his charges 
that his wife drank too much. 

James H. Breenan, the cashier of the Hotel 
St. Regis since it was opened, was the wit- 
ness who enabled the defense to turn the 
trick on the other side. He was called tosay 
that he had had many business transactions 
with Mrs. Gould and saw her almost daily 
while she was at the hotel, but never saw her 
under the influence of liquor. 

When Mr. Nicoll got him for cross exam- 
ination he brought out a scorce of long én- 
velopes filled with St. Regis restaurant slips. 
The witness admitted that the slips were all 
for supplies furnished to Mrs. Gould and in 
spite of the objection of M::. Shearn that his 
client's name was not signed to any of the 
siips and that some of them looked like for- 
geries, the court admitted them on the cash- 
jer’'s statement that he had charged some of 
them to Mr. Gould’s account himself and 
knew that others had been charged by some 
one else. 

Some of Checks in Evidence. 

The envelopes containing all the checks 
were marked in evidence, but on Mr. Shearn's 
contention that he wanted to have an op- 
portunity to examine them over night they 
were not read in court. 

Counsel for Mr. Gould permitted some of 
the checks to be examined at the close of 
the afternoon session. All the restaurant 
checks have stamped on them the date and 
time at which the articles on the checks were 
served.

The checks also showed that for dinner at 
7:02 p. m. on Oct. 6 Mrs, Gould had two blue 
point cocktails, two Manhattans, one caviar 
on toast, two guinea hens roasted, one alli- 
gator fruit salad, one grilled sweet potato, 
one café parfait, one fruit salad, one pint of 
White Rock, one quart of Lauberheimer, one 
quart 59, two Manhattans, two demi-tasses, 
two ponies best brandy—$13.75. 

Another development of the day was the 
calling of Arthur Barney, who had been 
assistant manager of the Hotel Bellevue- 
Stratford, to disprove the statement of floor 
clerks. who said the maids had instructions 
to enter every room in the hotel at 8 o'clock 
in the morning, whether the guests were 
out of it or init. Mr. Barney said they mere- 
ly had orders, to get in as soon as possible 
and fix up the room. 

At the close of the afternoon session Jus- 
tice Dowling conferred with counsel on both 
sides and then announced that the plaintiff 
will put on all its witnesses in rebuttal ex- 
cept Mrs. Gould tomorrow, no matter how 
late the trial runs. Then on Thursday morn- 
ing Mrs. Gould will take the’stand, 


Awards Additional Counsel Fees. 

Supreme Court Justice Giegerich handed 
down a decision awarding Clarence J. Shearn 
$10,000 additional counsel fee upon his appli- 
cation for $20,000 and $4,000 for disburse- 
ments. Justice Giegerich said that from an 
examination of the papers he was satisfied 
that there has been no change for the better 
in Mrs. Gould’s circumstances, and stated: 

“TIT am further satisfied that some addi- 
tional allowance should be made. As tothe 
amount of the allowance the plaintiff's coun- 
sel shows an expenditure of $2,434 in items 
of disbursements. He also shows the per- 
formance of an exceptionally large amount 
of services in the case in taking depositions 
and other preparations fortrial. Thetrialis 
proying a protracted one, and there is every 
indication that extensive services still will be 
required. I am of the opinion that a further 
allowance of $10,000 should be made for fu- 
ture services and disbursements.” 

Thé first witness today was James J. Bren- 
ran, who was at various times in charge of 
the farm stable at Castle Gould between 1004 
and 1906. His testimony was offered to refute 
the testimony of Carlson, the head coachman, 
that on one occasion when Mrs. Gould went 
out on the body brake with him he had to keep 
a close watch to keep her from falling off, 
declaring that Mrs. Gould was intoxicated at 
the time. Brennan said he remembered that 
occasion and declared that Mrs. Gould was 
not under the influence of drink that morn- 
ing and he saw no one holding her on the 
brake and didn't see her reeling when she 
walked up to climb on. 


Calls Her Democratic Woman. 


“T thought she was the most democratic 
woman I ever saw,’ said Brennan in answer 
to one of Mr. Shearn’s questions. ** I thought 
that she was all right.” 

Mr. Nicoll objected to the entire answer, 
but thé court only ordered the latter half 
stricken out. 

On cross examination Mr. Nicoll brought 
out that although Brennan was the boss car- 
penter in charge of the work at the coach 
stable Mrs. Gould turned the horses over to 
him when she had discharged all the grooms. 
Brennan seid this happened three or four 
times and that Carison was one of the men he 
succeeded in charge of the horses.

‘You didn’t keep any diary of what Mrs. 
Gould was doing, did you? ’”’ 


Never Saw Mrs. Gould Intoxicated. 

Frank J. Bohm, who was chef at Castle 
Gould between March and November, 1908. 
said Mrs. Gould came to see him nearly 
every day between 9 and 10 o'clock to suggest 
what she wanted on the bill of fare that day 
or to confer with him as to how the household 
supplies were holding out, and he never saw 
her intoxicated or heard her swear. 

Mr. Nicoll asked Bohm if Mr. Gould didn’t 
discharge him, and the chef replied that the 
captain found fault because he took an extra 
day's leave on shore to find out what was 
seasonable to lay in for a cruise on the Niag- 
ara to the West Indies. He said the captain 
insisted that he not only cook for Mr. Gould’s 
guests on the Niagara, but for thé butlers, 
footmen, valets, etc., and he declared that 
he didn’t purpose to get six meals a day. 
Then, he said, he was Instructed that he 
could either do as he was ordered or go to 


Mr. Gould and get his discharge. He did 
the latter. 
Point for Mrs. Gould. 
Morris Benach, a hairdresser, who has a 


shop at 7 West Twenty-nitnh &treet, said 
he had dressed Mrs. Gould's h&ir since 1901 
two or three times a week. Mr. Shearn 
asked him if he recollected an occasion, after 
having looked it up on his books, when Mrs. 
Gould had her hair dressed on Feb. 1, 1906, 
and said she was going to Miss Lounsbury’s 
wedding. Benach said he saw Mrs. Gould 
between noon and 2 o'clock that day. 

"1 object to any testimony as to that,” 
said Mr. Nicoll. ‘‘ We have put in no evi- 
dence on that point.” 

* You offered no evidence, but you put in 
a scandalous allegation concerning it in 
your answer,’ replied Mr. Shearn. 

He referred to the allegation by Mr. Gould 
that Mrs. Gould was so intoxicated the day 
of the Lounsbury wedding that he had to 
drive up and down Fifth avenue for some 
time waiting for her to sober up. The court 
permitted the witness to answer. 

‘*She was sober that day. I worked over 
her hair for a long time, because I took spe- 
cial pains with it that day.”’ 


Hotel Man Testifies. 

William W. Lynn, proprietor of the Hotel 
Carroll In Lynchburg and several other Vir- 
ginia hotels, was called to tell what happened 
the time Mrs. Gould stopped at the Carroll 
and met Dustin Farnum there. He said Mrs. 
Gould had three rooms on thé first floor and 
Farnum's room was on thethird floor. He 
said that during November, 1966, it was the 
custom of the hotel to charge 25 cents extra 
for each person when a meal was served in 
a room. 

Mr. Shearn then had the witness identify 
the bill presented to Mrs. Gould for her stay 
at the Hotel Carroll, amounting to $46.40, the 
various items being:

Mr. Shearn introduced the bill and check 
in evidence to disprove tHe statements of 
Pullen, a colored waiter, who declared that 
he served breakfast to Mrs. Gould and Dustin 
Farnum in Mrs. Gould’s room, although he 
didn’t mention when the plaintiff's lawyer 
examined him. It has been conceded that 
Mrs. Gould invited Farnum to have supper 
with her. Mr. Lynn testified that he had 
visited Blue Gap farm at Mrs. Gould's invi- 
tation twice, and that on one occasion there 
was a cocktail served to each guest. He said 
he believed that Mrs. Gould drank a portion 
of hers. Mr. Lynn said he didn't see Farnum 
at the hotel at any time during his stay there.

INJURED IN SPARRING BOUT; 
DIES ON EVE OF GRADUATION. 


Sheffield Scientific School Student, Hurt 
in Yale Gymnasium Last Fall, Be- 
gan to Decline at Easter. 


New Haven, Conn., June 22 —[Special.)— 
Many members of the senior class of the 
Sheffield scientific school went to Derby to- 
day to attend the funeral of Erastus Hodges, 
a classmate who was to have been graduated 
next week. The immediate cause of Hodges’ 
death was given as Bright's disease, but it 
was stated here during the day tlrat it was 
indirectly brought on by a blow over the 
heart received in boxing in the Yale gym- 
nasium last fall. 

Hodge, who maintained a high scholarship, 
had been interested in sparring as a pastime. 
During a friendly bout with a classmate his 
opponent struck him a blow over the heart. 
Hodges sank to the floor, it is said, but re- 
vived sufficiently to get to his room. Doctors 
found an artery leading from the heart had 
been broken, causing a hemorrhage of the 
lungs. 

Hodges apparently recovered and claimed 
to feel well. At Easter he began to show signs 
of iNness and a month ago he was sent to a 
hospital for treatment, 

In the meantime, members of the Sheffield 
faculty notified him that he need not worry 
about his studies, as they would give him a 
diploma at the graduation exercises and he 
might take the final examinations at any 
time he wished. This offer was made owing 
to Hodge's high standing in his work. 

On May 24, he was rémoved to the home of 
his sister, Mrs. I. L. Hull, at Derby, where he 
died Sunday night. He was 22 years old. ;

BURLOW MAY RESIGN POST 


Reichstag’s Action Regarded as 
Defeat for Chancellor. 


FINANCIAL REFORM ISSUE. 


Rejection of Inheritance Tax Program 
Blow to Political Hopes, 


BERLIN, June 22.—The political situation 
for the crown is extremely confused by. to- 
day’s events. The reichstag’s adoption ofa 
quotation tax, which Chancellor von Buelow 
declared the government would never accept, 
and the finance committee's rejection of an 
inheritance tax, which he declared to be an 
essential part of the central scheme of finance 
reform, leaves the chancellor's position ex- 
tremely precarious. 

Many politicians now think that the chan- 
cellor will be compelled to resign unless he 
has the courage to dissolve the reichstag and 
appeal to the country. 


Many Expect Resignation. 

The latter solution, however, is regarded as 
practically out of the question, since Prince 
von Buelow would have to make a fight 
against. the Conservatives, who are account- 
ed the traditional! pillars of the throne. ‘The 
opinions, therefore, of nine-tenths of those 
conversant with the situation favor resigna- 
tion. 

It is also believed that Chancellor von 
Buelow’'s retirement would be followed by the 
resignations of Herr Sydow, secretary of the 
imperial treasury, and Baron von Rhein- 
baben, Prussian minister of tinance, who are 
equally committed with the chancellor to the 
inheritance tax and against the quotation 
tax. 

Outlook for Reform Gloomy. 

In the meantime the outlook for financial 
reform is exceedingly gloomy. The inheri- 
tance tax will come up for the second read- 
ing on Thuraday before a full house, where 
its adoption is possible, notwithstanding its 
rejection today by the committee. But the 
conservatives and clericals declare that if it 
is adopted they will refuse further codpera- 
tion. It is also uncertain what attitude the 
federal council finally will take on the quota- 
tion tax, and therefore the government's 
difficulties multiply.

AGGRESSION OF FOREIGNERS 
IS A PROBLEM IN LIBERIA. 


Commissioners En Route to the United 
States Believe, However, All Troubles 
Can Be Amicably Adjusted. 


LAS PALMAS, Canary Islands, June 16.— 
The Amefican scout cruisers Chester, Birm- 
ingham, ani Salem, which left here today 
with the members of the commission that in- 
vestigated conditions in Liberia on board, 
are expected to arrive in New York on July 
4. The members of the commission are R. P. 
Falkner, E. J. Scott, and George Sale. 

The impression gained from statements of 
the commissioners here was that the most 
serious problem in the negro republic per- 
tains to foreign aggression. It was stated, 
however, that there are not any problems 
which cannot be adjusted if nations having 
colonies in the vicinity of Liberia will lend 
their aid. 

The natives along the boundary complain 
that the government of Sierra Leone has 
practically. taken possession of 350 square 
miles of their most valuable, most thickly 
populated, and most productive territory on 
the ncerthwest frontier; also that it has ex- 
pelied the Liberian officials from the terri- 
tory just south of the connecting loops of the 
Sierra Leoneralilway. As this is the center of 
linportant trade routes the matter is of ut- 
most concern to Liberia, as the extension of 


the British railway into this strip would di-: 


vert the trade to Sierra Leone from the 
Hinterland, without the payanent of duties to 
Liberia. 

While the Chester was abrth the Birming- 
ham with the other Americans went south to 
visit the Kru coast and the French boun- 
ary. With regard to this boundary, there 
does not seem to be any serious questions, 
an there is probably no aggression in that 
quarter, as Liberia hag granted a concession 
to alternate sectiuce of land along the fron- 
tier to Americans. 

The governinent complains of interfer- 
ence on the part of the British In an attempt 
to establish full authority over the natives of 
the Kru coast. This interference recently 
took the form of refusing to allow Liberia to 
boinbard the villages of rebellious natives. 

These conditions, together with complica- 
tions which have arisen in connection with 
Englishmen who are employed in the military 
cepartment of ldberia, have aroused intense 
enmity against everything English.

Controller of Several Wards. 


He became a leader among the Bohemians 
early in his Chicago careér, and soon was in 
politics as a Democrat in the old Seventh 
ward. In the mayoralty campaign of 1889 
Mr. Loeffler had a conspicuous part in the 
election of De Witt C. Cregier.. That cam- 
Ppaign brought him into the limelight, and 
ever since that his supremacy in the “‘ Loeff- 
ler string ’’ had been unquestioned. 

He went to the city council from the old 
Eighth ward in 1893 and was defeated for 
assessor in the old west town in 1895, the 
only political battle he ever lost where his 
own election was concerned. By 1897 the 
Ninth, Tenth, and Eleventh wards were con- 
trolied, politically, by Mr. Loeffler, and the 
Twelfth usually acted in accord with his 
views and advice. That year Carter H. Har- 
rison. the younger, was made the Demo- 
cratic nominee for mayor, and Mr. Loeffler 
went on the ticket for city clerk as the repre- 
Sentative of the west side wards. Mr. Har- 
rison and the Democratic ticket were elect- 
ed, largely due to the strategical moves di- 
rected by Mr. Loeffler, the politicians de- 
clare. Two years later Mr. Loeffler was re- 
nominated and reélected city clerk. 


City Council Takes Action. 


The city council held a special] meeting yes- 
terday afternoon and adopted resolutions of 
respect, as did the executive committee of 
the Democratic county committee. Roger 
C. Sullivan introduced the resolutions in the 
Democratic committee meeting. 

The death of Mr. Loeffler seems likely to 
make a material change in political Mneups, 
especially in the Ninth. Tenth, Eleventh, and 
Twelfth wards. Whether a leader can dem- 
onstrate sufficient strength to handle the 
four wards together is a matter of doubt to 
the political managers, and the general im- 
pression seems to be that leadership will be 
divided among Ald. Egan, Ald. Scully, Con- 
g@reesman Sabath, Edward J. Novak, and 
Ald. A. J. Cermak. 

Mr. Loeffler acted independently within the 
Democratic organization, but usually at the 
end it was found that he and Roger C. Sulli- 
Van were standing together. Upon only one 
point did they disagree, and that was on 
Carter H. Harrison.

Recalls Chinese Murder Trial. 

Stridiron and John 8S. Moissand were in- 
dicted on the charge’of perjury at the same 
time that the grand jury indicted Cantwell 
and in connection with the Hip Lung Chinese 
murder case. Stridiron, on whom the state 
was relying for most of its testimony against 
Cantwell, disappeared a year ago and the 
state’s attorney has been searching for him 
ever since. Moissand also went away. In- 
formation has come from several persons 
that Moissand has been seen in the neigh- 
borhood of Maywood recently. 

The murder trial, of which the indictments 
were the sequel, was marked by many inter- 
esting features. Chin Wali, a Chinese mer- 
chant, was shot to death Oct. 16, 1907. Moy 
Dong Choo, commonly known as Hip Lung, 
the. wealthiest Chinaman in Chicago; his 
brother, Moy Dong Hoy, and Harry Lee were 
tried for the murder and acquitted. Cant- 
well was one of the attorneys who defended 
the Chinese. Moissand and Stridiron, two 


! of his witnesses, swore they witneseed the 


murder of Chin Wai in Clark street and 
that none of the defendants was there. 

Harry Lee, a Christianized Chinanian, was 
accused of doing the shooting. Dozens of 
the white mission workers—men and women 
—came to the defense of the Chinaman and 
his codefendants. 


White Sox Rooters Testify. 

Charlies Comiskey, president of the Ameri- 
can Baseball league and a number of board 
of trade operators testified before the grand 
jury that both Cantwell, who was the head 
of the White Sox Rooters’ club, and Stridiron 
were on a train bound for Fifield, Wis., on 
the night of the murder. 

Cantwell was indicted with Moissand and 
Stridiron for conspiracy to defeat justice. 
The Cantwell case got to trial .where the 
judge ruled the charge was improper and 
should be subornation of perjury. 

A grand jury promptly indicted Cantwell on 
this charge. He has nevér been brought to 
trial because of the absence of Stridiron and 
Moissand, the chief witnesses against him.

Armstrong is alleged 
to have been paid a bribe of $1,500 by Daily's 
son, Frank Daily, to accept the machinery 
as new equipment. 

The money is said to have been paid on 
May 15, 1908, a short time bef6re the scheme 
to defraud the state was discovered. 

Daily Not in State at Time. 

Attorney W. 8S. Forrest, in his application 
for a writ of habeas corpus for the defend- 
ant, declared that Daily could not be re- 
manded to Michigan because he was not in 
the demanding state at the time the money 
is said to have been paid to Armstrong. Daily 
has offices at 115 Dearborn street.

With that as a basis he estimated that the 
total automobile death roll for the year would 
include seventy-five names, and he held out 
the fact as the chief. argument tn favor of 
his ordinance. In addition, he said thé same 
five months saw 641 nonfatar accidents that 
would increase during the year to more than 
1,600. 

The reports in the office of City Statistician 
Francis A. Eastman showed that these fig- 
ures will mean that the total number of au- 
tomobile deaths and accidents have increased 
five fold inthe last two years. In 1907 there 
were 15 deaths and 234 nonfatal accidents, 
and in 1908 there were 23 deaths and 352 ngn- 
fatal accidents. ~ 


Precautions Needed. 


“The automobilists may, poke fun’at the 
ordinance and call it a cowcatcher plan, as I 
have heard they have done, if they wish." 
said Ald. Nolan, ‘ but the situation shows 
need of some new and stringent precautions 
for the saving of life and limb. There isa 
great agitation on now against the death 
strip between cars that-has cost twenty-five 
lives In one year, and automobiles have done 
more killing than that In five months. 

‘**? do not contemplate the need of any 
unwieldy fender, such as the autoists take for 
granted. When I drafted the ordinance I 
had in mind a spring buffer that would-pro- 
tect people from the steel bar that runs 
around the front of moet machines to save 
the lamps. I consider that one of the worst 
menaces of their construction, and think it 
should be barred or covered in some way. 

“Tt hold firmly to My idea that some light 
but effective fender can be adopted that will 
save a score of lives in Chicago every year. 
I shall make as strong a fight as I know how 
for my ordinance.” 


Action of Committees, 

The committee on health. because of pro- 
tests from Ald. Hey and Koraleski that the 
health department was “ trying to put some- 
thing over” before the council had dis- 
posed of the pasteurization question, refused 
to act on the ordinances for the icing of 
milk and the pasteurization of milk confain- 
ing more than 200,000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. 

The ordinance for the sanitary regulation 
of natatoriums and swimming pools was 
recommended for passage, as was Ald. Clet- 
tenberg’s resolution to declare the plant of 
Henry Hattendorf, a manufacturer of cattle 
food at 46 Hawthorne avenue, a nuisance 
because*of offensive odors emanating from It. 

The judiciary committee considered favor- 
ably Ald. Lucas’ ordinance to compel] the in- 
stallation of atittomatic bell ringers on loco- 
motives and their use on all tracks not fenced 
or elevated. It also recommended Ald. 
Bauler’s ordinance regulating the stands for 
sightseeing automobiles. This provides that 
the offices for these machines shall be on the 
ground floor and not more than one machine— 
with a length limited to 15% feet—may stand 
before it at one time. 

Phones Found Authorized. 

Ald. Pringle, who is investigating the 
charges of the Chicago Telephone company 
against the city, found that nearly all of the 
thirty-two telephones in the homes of city 
employés were installed there with proper 
authorization because of frequent short 
warning calls for the men in whose names 
they stand Most of them areconnected with 
the police, fire, health, or water departments. 
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on the contrary were: proud to have him ‘in 
their church; 

Pastor’ Myers promised that the ministers 
will keep quiet—for'a while, at least. 


“ We voted Dr. Foster out of the confer- 


ence, and there is nothing else to do just 
now,” he déclar “We shall not protest 
against his remaining in Hyde Park church, 
as long as he does fot preach from its pulpit. 

“I am awafting the return. of President 
Judson to the eity. ‘He has promised to place 
my letter of protest before the university 
trustees. Until their action is made public I 
consider it ohly fair to Dr. Judson to drop 
all prosecution. of the Foster case as regards 
his position of professor.” 


Speaks for Hyde Park Church. 

Grover B. Simpson, president of the board 
of deacons’ of Hyde Park church, spoke in 
highest. terms’ of approval of Prof. Foster as 
a member. As spokesman of the church he 
made the following statement: 

“ There’is a great deal of love and respect 
for Prof, Foster in our board of deacons and 
in the remainder of our church membership. 
He is such a man itn his personal life as we 
are proud to have in our membership and to 
be associated with. It matters little to us 
what the conference of Baptist ministers de- 
cides about his doctrines. He says he is a 
Baptist, and we believe that heis sincere and 
knows -what he is talking about.” 

Dr. Thomas W. Goodspeed, another mem- 
ber of Hyde Park church, set at rest the 
fear of certain members of the conference 
that Prof. Foster probably would be called 
to the pulpit in the absence of the Rev. J. L. 
Jackson, the regular pastor. 

**'We have no more thought of asking him 
to supply the pulpit than we have of expelling 
him fromthe church,’’ said Dr. Goddspeed. 
‘We are not expelling good men from Hyde 
Park church, and there isn’t the slightest 
prospect of Dr. Foster being expelled.” 


Defended by University Dean. 


In the absence of President Harry Pratt 
Judson Dr. Smal! took the liberty to make a 
personal statement in which he warned the 
conference to keep within its own limits, and 
classed as useless and ridiculous the insist- 
ence that the University of Chicago is a Bap- 
tist institution, or, as he accuses the minis- 
ters of attempting to make it, a Baptist Sun- 
day school. 

“It is anything but that,”’ he declared. 
‘‘ All. that there is of denominational influ- 
ence is that the president and two-thirds of 
the board of trustees must be Baptists. But 
when a man is engaged as a teacher he Is en- 
gaged because he is efficient in the work he 
teaches. His denominational leanings are 
not taken into consideration. I do not believe 
over 20 per cent of the faculty are Baptists. 
The action of the conference has nothing to 
do with the university.”’

The aldermen 
on their naval expedition came to the conclu- 
gion that an island built on the reef off Forty- 
ninth street would solve the recreation plier 


problem for the south side. 


From the mouth of the river the members 
of the committee cruised south along the 
jake shore examining nooks and all places 
possible for a bathing beach or a recreation 


jer as far as Seventy-ninth street. 


They 


were delighted with the possibilities offered 
at several points along the water front, but 


were most enthusiastic with the island idea. 


About 2,000 feet from the shore off Forty- 
ninth street they found the reef, extending 
close to two miles into the lake and from 200 
to 800 feet in width From three to four 
feet of water covers the reef. The members 
of the committee felt that it would be com- 
paratively easy to convert this reef into an 


island. 
Idea Is Deemed Practicable. 
Although the island idea was not a new 
one to the members of the committee, little 
attention has been paid to it. It was felt 


generally among the city fathers that it was 


impracticable and prohibitive on account of 


the expense necessary to build an island. 
The cruise of exploration, however, seemed 
to convert the members of the committe. 

Chairman Winfield P. Dunn, who piloted 
the party, estimated that it was possible to 
construct an island on the reef to cover more 
than 300 acres and to include the recreation 
pier idea as well as a mammoth bathing 
beach to accommodate as many as 10,000 
bathers. 

This island, according to the embryonic 
plans of the members of the committee, 
should be connected with the shore by a long 
plier, which would have a land terminal 
either at Forty-seventh or at Fifty-first 
street in case a street car line is laid in the 
latter thoroughfare. 

Such an island would be no obstacle to the 
Burnham plan for beautifying the lake front, 
as the new land would be a half mile farther 
out in the lake than the proposed break- 
water boulevard drive. The members of 
the committee believe those favoring the 
Burnham plan will not oppose the island 
proposal. * 

Expense Comparatively Small. 

“After our inspection today I am more 
than satisfied that it is the thing for the city 
to build an island on the reef,” said Ald. 
Dunn. “It is a golden opportunity for the 
city and will solve, at least for the south side, 
the problem of giving the masses of the 
population a chance to breath some fresh 
air and to enjoy our most beautiful and val- 
uable gift of nature. It is something of which 
Chicago would be immensely proud in a few 
years if not now. 

‘I believe the cost of filling would be small. 
Probably our greatest expense would be the 


building of a breakwater and the erection of. 


a pier to connect with the shore. We could 
have a beach where 10,000 bathers could be 
accommodated in addition to all the other 
luxuries which a recreation pier would give. 

“Our plans, of course, are just begun, but 
I, for one, feel that the creation of.an island 
at this point would be the wisest thing to do 
if we are going to have any recreation piers 
or municipal bathing beaches. We will work 
over the idea this summér and will be pre- 
pared early in the fall to make a full report 
to the city counclil.’’ 

Ald. Theodore K. Long, another member 
of the committee, expressed hope that the 
island could be built. He said it would solve 
the water front problem for the masses as 
the Burnham plan may solve it for the more 
well to do people ofthe city. 


Favored by Beilfuss and Fell. 

Accompanying the special committee on 
municipal beaches and recreation piers by the 
committee's invitation were Ald. Albert Beil- 
fuss, chairman of the small parks commis- 
sion, and Ald. Charles M. Fell,chairman of the 
river, wharves, and harbor committee. Ald. 
Beilfuss strongly seconded the island pro- 
posal, and Ald. Fell also was favorable to it. 
When the committee started out on its cruise 
of exploration the intention was to view the 
water front from one end of the city to the 
other. Time was found only for the south 
side. Probably next week the committee will 
consider the north shore line from automo- 
biles. An effort will be made to find a suit- 
able point for a recreation pier on the north 
— about ten miles from the proposed is- 
an 

The municipal beach at Twenty-sixth 
street, and the beach conducted aleo by the 
city at Seventy-ninth street, were looked over 
from the water front with an idea to enlarg- 
ing and improving them. At Thirty-eighth 
street an opportunity for a beach was found. 
The party made the cruise in the launch 
Chicago, captained by William Lidner. 


BIG BAKERS MAY ENCROACH

BUSSE GIVES APPROVAL. 


Resolution, Its Advocates Say, 
Will Be Passed by Council 
at Monday’s Meeting. 


Amid expressions of approval! from both in- 
side and outside the city hall predictions were 
made yesterday that Ald. Charles EK. Mer- 
riam’s plan for a thorough investigation into 
the financial affairs of the city will be passed 
by the council next Monday without objec- 
tion unless it comes from the “ gray wolf ”’ 
element. 

As rapidly as a comprehension of the full 
meaning of the resolution introduced by Prof. 
Merriam reached them, aldermen,department 
heads, and men outside of official life, but 
active in civic affairs, added their indorse- 
ment to the scheme with assertions that no 
valid objections could be rajsed against it. 

They welcomed it as a t€mporary installa- 
tion of the idea of the public service commis- 
sion which has brought so many benefits to 
New York, Boston, and other eastern cities. 
They declared that, whatever its results, 
they could not be anything but advantageous 
to the public. 


Guesses on Appointments. 

As soon as the belief that the resolution will 
pass with a large majority became estab- 
lished conjectures as to the appointments to 
be made by Mayor Busse were heard on all 
sides. The general acceptance of the policy 
to be followed was that the commission would 
cover the regular field of the finance commit- 
tee and would swing over into the purliews of 
the civil service regrading commission known 
as the ** municipa! efficiency commission.’’ 

It was predicted that Chairman Snow of the 
finance committee. Controller Wilson, Com- 
missioner of Public Works MHanberg, and 
President Elton Lower of the civil service 
commission would be chosen, and with al- 
most as much certainty forecasts were made 
that the other aldermanic members would be 
chosen from among Ald. Merriam, Zimmer, 
Dever, Foreman, and Finn, with emphasis 
placed on the first three names. 

Suggestions for nominations of men in 
private life included the names of Frank I. 
Bennett, former chairman of the finance 
committee and an expert on the subjects to 
be considered; President B. E. Sunny of the 
Chicago Telephone company,.and Charles G. 
Dawes, president of the Central Trust com- 
pany, whose experiences with large business 
concerns are said to fit them for the work. 
The latter two are members of the efficiency 
commission. 


Busse Silent on Selections. 

Mayor Busse declined to discuss the possi- 
bilities of his selections, but stated his re- 
gret that the resolution was not passed Mon- 
day evening. 

“I didn’t see any reason why it should not 
have been passed at once,’’ he said, ‘‘ and I 
bélieve it would have been given a large 
majority had Ald. Merriam asked its passage. 
It was presented to me during the afternoon, 
and I immediately recognized it as a merito- 
rious plan, and since then my approbation has 
been growing steadily. 

“T believe that it would be an excellent 
thing for the administration and the public. 
If the administration is doing well it will 
prove it, and if there are places in need of cor- 
rection it will bring them to our attention eo 
that the changes can be made. It is another 
big step toward a maximum of efficiency, 
and should be given support by every man 
looking towards the best interests of Chi- 
cago.”” 

“Splendid Idea,’”’ Says Cole. 

Walter L. Fisher and George E. Cole, who 
have been active in civic matters for years, 
spoke strongly in support of Ald. Merriam's 
suggestion. 

“It’s a splendid idea and one that was 
favorably received by the charter conven- 
tion,” said Mr. Cole. “It is an adaptation 
of the audit idea followed by every big busi- 
ness concern, and if it is followed out we wil! 
know just. where we stand. It not only will 


tend toward removing any graft that may 
exist, but it will reduce the needless expendi- 


tures now made by the city.”’

SLIPS OF DRAWINGS FOUND. 


Inspeetors Say They Have Stopped 
Large Sales. of Tickets, | 


With the arrest of Edward Feltenberg in 
Chicago yesterday and Sigfried Wulf, alias 
R. Lambert, In‘ New. York, Postoffice ‘In- 
spector Stuart believes that he has put a stop 
to one of the biggest lottery schemes seen 
in this country since the law prohibiting the 
sale of lottery tickets went into effect. Kel!- 
tenberg was arrested by Inspectog Sharon at 
the Hotel Mentone, on Dearborn avenue, as 
he was receiving a package of lottery tickets 
and lists of « recent drawing alleged to have 
taken place a‘ Darmstadt, Germany, on June 
16 and 17, Inspector Stuart and his men have 
been trying for three months to locate the 
agents of the lottery. 


Tickets Printed in New York? 
According to the postal inspectors, the lot- 
tery company existe mainly in the imagina- 
tions of Feltenberg, Wulff; and perhaps some 
others. So far as they can learn there is no 
genuine lottery conducted in Germany under 
the name that appears on the tickets. 
Feltenberg, it is charged, has been operat- 
ing in Chicago and vicinity for more than a 
year and in that time is said to have sold 
$50,000 worth of tickets. From marks print- 
ed on the tickets and lists it would appear 
that they had come from Albert Jarmulow- 
sky of Hamburg, Germany. 


Unable to Produce $2,000 Bail. 
Feltenberg was held for $2,000 ball, which 
he was uhable to produce although early in 
the day he declared that he would put up a 
cash bail of that amount. 
The government has three lottery cases 
pending in this district. M. Oppenheim, said 
to be an officer in the Royal Arcanum, was 
recently arrested on the charge of receiving 
lottery tickets for sale, and a short time later 
the arrest of James P. Marsh followed on the 
same charge. It is not probable that any of 
these cases will be tried before fall, because 
Judge Landis is the only federal judge hold- 
ing court at present, owing to the Hilness of 
Judge Bethea. 


THEFT OF TELEPHONE WIRE, 


Toll Line Between Chicago and Keno- 
sha Put Out of Service for Sev- 
eral Hours by Robbers. 


Thieves cut three circujts of fourteen 
strands of copper wire each and stripped the 
5,000 feet of wire from the poles of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company’s toll line, two 
miles north of Lake Forest, Monday night. 

The cutting of the circults put the tele- 
phone out of commission for several hours 
and affected individual telephones along the 
north shore toll line. Repairs were made 
quickly and service resumed. The copper 
wire stolen is valued at about 8800. 

At the company’s office yesterday it was 
said wire thieves had given considerable 
trouble along the north shore toll line re- 
cently, although several thieves have been 
caught and punished.
